With the view of. supplying the 
Civil Service of the Straits Settlement 
and Federated Malay States, cadet- 
ships have been established, the hold- 
ers of which are required to devote 
themselves. for a certain time after 
‘heir arrival in the East to learning 
a native e. The Cadets, who 
must be natural-born British subjects. 
are sélected -by open co: tive ex- 
amination held by the Civil Service 
Commissioners, to whom all inquiries 
on the subject should be addressed. - 

The examination for these appoint- 
ments is, as-a rule, -held~ in the 
month of August in» these years in 
which vacancies occur simultaneously 
with the examination for the Civil 
Service of India. Candidates must 
ve between the ages of twenty-two 
and twenty-four on the first day of 
August in the year in which the ex- 
amination is held. | - i : 

The selected candidates are expect- 
ed to leave England about+a month 
after they have been finally selected, 
for appointment. 

Each candidate receives salary at 
the rate of $1260 per annum, half. sal- 
ary to commence from the ‘day of leav- 
‘ng England, and full salary from the 
day of his arrival in the colony or 
State to which he may be sent, Ca- 
dets are provided with free furnished 
quarters. A free passage to-the col- 
ony or State is provided for the cadet 
subject to an undertaking to refund 
the cost of his passage in the event 
of his relingiufshing the appointment 
within three years for any other rea- 
ron than mental or physical infirmity.

‘An Income From Mushrooms 

In many gountries the mushroom is 
a decidedly valuable product. We us- 
ually think of raising them in cellars 
or other dark places, and can hardly 
picture them as growing in any other 
spot; yet the Japanese method is as 
peculiar as it is interesting, for with 
ove species, known as Chiitake, exper- 
iments have been made of growing 
them in trees. 

The trees used are oak from twenty- 
five to thirty years of age. They 
are cul down in the autumn, and at 
sutervals of bin. or Gin, gashes are 
made with an axe all up and down the 
trunk. The trees are then hauled to 
little frequented parts. of the ‘forest

Glass Flowers 

In the University Museum of Har 
vartis a collettion of plants motél 
led in glass, It is a wonderful cdl 
leotion beth in size and in the béauty 
and accuracy of the work. Tt” ins 
cludes flowering plants, from ‘the sim- 
plest to the most elaborate and com- 
plex, being done fn the natural col 
or of the particular flower modelled, 
with*buds, leaves and stems. 

This is known as the Ware collect- 
ion. -The plants were medelied. by 
Leopold “‘Blasehka, founder of the art 
of. modelling specimens in glass. He 
was born May 27th, 1822, in Alcha, a 
town in Northern Bohemia. His 
father was a mechanician in electric- 
al apparatus and an artificer in glass. 
Leopold began work as a goldamith, 
devoting himself to cutting and set- 
ting precious stones, but later chang: 
ed to metal and gifts work. 

In 1843 he made a voyage to the 
United States in a sailing vessel, mak- 
ing drawings of marine invertebrates 
which he collected and from which he 
constructed in 1858 the first glass 
models fo. the Natural History Mus 
eum of Dresden These attracted 
wide notice, and were the beginnings 
of a business that was limited ‘only 
because he employed no assistant but 
his son. 

Rudolph,.tha-son, born in 1857, was 
educated to be-a naturalist, and read- 
ily entered into his work wih his 
father ‘They studicd and made mod 
els of marine form in glass, which 
have been sought by collectors and 
are treasured in museums. 

In 1854-Leopold made models of 
plants in flower. In 1862 he had 
completed a collection of about sixty 
Specimens of orchids modelled ‘in 
glass. 

In 1886 the Blaschkas were induced 
to resume the consruction of plants 
tn flower They .also constructed 
models for zoology. Since 1890 all 
their iime has been given to flowers. 
They used enly fresh material so. had 
to obtain it élose at hand from the 
Awvighboring greenhouses and gardens, 
drawing from the Royal gardens of 
Saxony and Dresden. America was 
drawn upon, plants being sent to be 
cultivated in the garden of the Blay 
chka studio, 

In 1892 Rudolph Blaschka went to 
America to study the flora, He made 
® miost. thorough study of plants as to 
color, also made-microscopic draw- 
ings of details and of species, and 
took back specimens preserved in al- 
cohol.and dried for study... He made
